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PARISH COUNCIL NOTES 


OCTOBER 1976 


Our last meeting was on Tuesday 21st September. Some of the points 
discussed are listed below. The full text of the minutes is on -the 
Notice Board in the Mall (pub side). 
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1. Tesco Petrol Station . Some improvements to the traffic flow • 

arrangements have been agreed/negotiated. Clearly another Salisbury 
petrol station situation must be avoided. It is calculated that 
some 35/40 cars can wait for petrol before the waiting traffic 
obstructs the petrol station exit onto the car park. In addition 
the arrangement of pumps and pay-desk is designed for maximum flow 
of cars. — 

2. Warehouse area . The road here is now to be called Trafalgar 
Way. The official opening day is October 6th when the developers 
are arranging for local and national publicity. So far none of the 
15 units have been definitely let although several prospective 
tennants are known of. 

3. Phase 11a next to the Drift . Amended plans have been received 
and criticised. The numbers of units (2 bedroom houses/bungalows) 
is shown as increasing from 59 to 65. The Parish Council do not 
welcome this sort of design and density of development. 


4. Garden rubbish . With the village bonfire due on November 5th, 
it is suggested that the end of October is a good time to prune 
back plants. Two alternative sites are available for the bonfire/ 
fireworks. The most likely is at the far end of the Village Green 
on the rough land. But because the weather may make it impossible 
to use this site will you please wait until the bonfire site is 
marked out before leaving your bonfire contribution.

5. Maintenance . Monday 18th October is the present handover date 
for the village to take control of maintenance. The drafting of 
the legal agreement is proceeding as well as can be expected. The 
Council intend to make some improvements around the village during 
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The objectives of the BHRA'are to act as an intermediary between the residents

In addition, the level of grant from central government has yet to 
be determined. 

7. Bus shelter . A bus shelter has been ordered for the bus stop 
on the approach road to the Flyover, 

8. -Flagpoles . The four erected at the village entrance have been 
noticed. This Parish Council is as much opposed to their presence 
as was the former Parish .Council. 

9-. 0 j: Play equipment . Erection will take place during October on the 
sites in the Park, at the back of Hollytrees and at the edge of 
Pheasant Rise near the top corner of the Village Green. 

10. Next meeting. All welcome - Tuesday October 19th 8pm in the 
Village Green Hut. The Hut is available to village organisations 
wishing to hold meetings.

BAR HILL HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY 

In spite of the very dry summer the v flower and vegetable show was a 
great success and well supported. Congratulations to all winners and 
to the less successful, do not desppir, gardeners■are great optimists. 
Next year cannot be as bad as this jrpar. Can ,it? Firstly I think we 
must repair the damage this year has /done to our gardens. 

Lawns Although September is the month for the repairing of lawns, 
however if done early enough a lot of repair work can be done now. M 
Oversewing is the simplest way to repair parts of the lawn which have™ 
been killed off by the drought. All that is necessary is to rake 
over the surface just to loosen the soil, add some peat (fine grade 
peat is sold at the shop) and then sew the grass seed. With parts 
of the lawn which are still greenish, aerate these areas with either 
a hollow tine fork or with a garden fork. Insert 4 to 6 inches into 
the turf and withdraw without prising the surface. Repeat this 3 to 
4 inch intervals over the lawn. You can then if you wish brush in 
peat. This will help in drainage, help in root growth, will reduce 
the acidity on waterlogged soils, will reduce the alkaline content 
in limey soils. A lawn shouldhave.a pH reading of about 6 which is 

slightly on the acid side. Moss is an indication of poor drainage 

high acidity or poor soil, aeration should prevent this happening but 
should you have moss on your lawn then apply lawn sand at a rate of 

4 ounces per sq yard in March rake out when turned black and then 

feed. Earthworms I find an asset rather than a hinderance, they bore 
holes in the soil thus giving extra aeration. The casts that are 
left on the surface of the lawn can be a problem but if these are 
brushed off, the lawn is kept even. A lawn is the centre piece of a 
garden and with good care and attention can bo very attractive. Give 
two feeds a year, one in March and another in June, regular raking 
with a lawn rake plus the suggestions above will give a very fine 
lawn. 

Society matters To broaden the knowledge and interest in horticulture 
we are building up a library. Obviously to purchase new books would 
cost a considerable amount of money, therefore, I am asking for 
donations of gardening books. I have received a few but to give good

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scope more are needed. So if you have any books that you have no 
further need they would be most welcome. With the library and monthly 
talks we hope that members will obtain a better understanding of 
gardening and greater success in growing plants of all kinds. 

’ v November talk Our next meeting v/ill be 10th November at the school 

lounge at 8pm. The subject of the talk, which will be accompanied 
r - with slides, will be on 'Ornamental shrubs and their maint e nance'. 

The speaker is Mr A. Andrews who is head gardener of Christ College. 

I have had an insight to the lecture and it promises to be a very 
stimulating and enjoyable evening. A further reminder will be in 
the next newsletter and posters will be displayed around the village. 

I do hope you can come along. Don't forget the library, the few
